The company further said that 
as early as November, 1930, the levee 
board and both the father and son 
knew the bonding company desired to 
cancel the $15,000 bond and that it 
would not renew or execute another 
like it.

LITTLE ROCK.—A telegram from 


Congressman Heartsill Ragon Monday 
advised Steve M. Garwood, seicetary 
of the state Agricultural Credit Board, 
that the N,orbeck-Stegill bill, passed 
by both houses of Congress, had been 
signed by President Hoover. 


Mr. Ragon expressed confidence that 


this measure will -liberalize the credit 
structure so that farmers will receive 
the benefits of lower interest rates, 


As secretary of the Agricultural 


Credit Board, Mr. Garwood has undjjr 
his supervision 73 agricultural credit 
corporations through which farmers 
arc able to obtain funds from the 
Federal Land bank of St. Louis. Mr, 
Garwood estimated that the annual 
saving in interest to Arkansas farm- 
ers will be $90,009 as a result of the en- 
actment of the Norbeck-Stegall bill. 


The act will m.ake such loans ac-

Government Production 
' Figures in Russia Given 


MOSCOW.— (/P) —Government pro- 


duction -figures for the first quarter 
of this year show that while the 
basic lines of heavy and light industry 
increased their output considerably 
over that of the same period last year 
they failed to attain the quotas set for 
them in the final year of the five 
year plan. 


The percentages, by which various 


key branches of industry fell short of 
the program set for them in the first 
tlirec months indicate strenuous ef- 
forts will be necessary if these short- 
comings are made up during the next 
htree quarters and the plan for the 
year as a whole is fulfilled. 


In heavy industry the returns for 


coal pig iron and steel production, 
which always have been the most 
backward! of the country's industries 
revealed them as still falling. behind
